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Alerting Abstract: US A 

NOVELTY - The system comprises a central server (1) and a number, n 5 of local servers (2, ...2n). Each 
local server is associated with a number of counseling doctors (7). 

DESCRIPTION - A vital sign signal and a patient (4) identification code is transmitted over a telephone 
line (8) to a local server, which determines whether the patient's own doctor is available. If not, the 
server determines whether any other doctor associated with that server is available. If not, the server 
connects to the central server which finds an available doctor of one of the other local servers and 
connects the patient to that doctor. 

USE - For remote monitoring of vital signs of a patient. 

ADVANTAGE - Unlike conventional systems where the patient is connected on a one-to-one basis with 
a counseling doctor, the patient is guaranteed a quick response even if his/her own doctor is unavailable.

Original Abstract: A remote medical system in which vital signs and a recognition code of a counselee 
are transferred to a first local server through a telephone line, and, when a counseling doctor cannot be 
found, data is transferred to another nth local server to search for an available counseling doctor, so that 
an available counseling doctor can be easily found. 

Claim: 1 .A remote medical monitoring method, comprising the steps of: ♦ a) transmitting vital signs and 
a recognition code of a counselee to a first local server through a telephone line; * b) causing said first 
local server to identify a first counseling doc tor of the counselee using the transmitted recognition code t 
and causi ng said first local server to determine whether the first counseling doctor is available, wherein 
the first counseling doctor is registere d as part of a first group of counseling doctors associated with 
said first local server; ♦ c) transferring data of the counselee to the first counseling doctor when the first 
counseling doctor is available; ♦ d) when the first counseling doctor is not available, causing said fi rst 
local server to determine if a second counseling doctor who can c ounsel the counselee is available from 
the first group of counseling doctors; ♦ e) transferring data of the counselee to the second counseling 
doctor when the second counseling doctor is available; ♦ f) when all doctors of the first group of doctors 
are not available; causing the first local server to transfer the data to a central serv er; and ♦ g) causing 
said central server to locate an available counseling doct or in a second local server who can counsel the 
counselee so as to tr ansfer the data of the counselee to the available counseling doctor i n the second 
local server who can counsel the counselee. 
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
